To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fleet  Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1969, 
prepared  as  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Vork  has  started  on  the  nev  General  Hospital  at  Frimley  Park. 
The  plans  for  improvements  at  Fleet  Hospital  have  been  somewhat 
reduced  but  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  come  about  in  modified  form 
in  1970. 


The  health  of  the  District  has  been  good,  with  no  major 
illnesses.  The  first  effects  of  vaccination  against  Measles, 
which  started  in  May  1968,  shows  as  a much  reduced  incidence 
during  the  winter  of  1968-69.  Unfortunately  shortage  of  vaccine 
slowed  the  programme  down  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population  is  21,900, 
an  increase  of  620,  which  is  almost  the  same  as  in  1968.  Excess  of 
births  over  deaths  is  200,  so  there  is  still  a considerable  inward 
movement  of  population. 

Lung  Cancer  is  still  a notable  cause  of  death  and  one  canii.ot 
repeat  too  often  that  the  connection  with  cigarette  smoking  is  clearly 
established . 

Only  one  case  of  Venereal  Disease  (Gonorrhoea)  is  known  to 
have  occurred.  However,  national  figures  show  that  it  ranks  second 
only  to  Measles  as  the  commonest  infectious  disease,  it  could  be 
wishful  thinking  to  accept  one  as  the  year's  total.  The  nation-wide 
increase  can  only  be  blamed  on  the  looser  way  of  life  which  arrives 
from  "modern"  ideas  on  morality  and  the  only  certain  remedy  is  a 
voluntary  raising  of  standards. 

The  number  of  children  recorded  as  having  had  primary 
immunisation  with  Triple  Antigen  and  Polio  is  much  less  than  last  year. 
Under  the  new  schedule  which  was  introduced  in  Autumn  1968,  children 
do  not  finish  the  primary  course  until  aged  14  months.  So  a number 
of  children  born  from  late  1968  onwards  will  not  finish  until  1970 
and  will  be  counted  then.  Some  doctors  still  prefer  the  old  schedule 
- which  has  i‘  s advantages  - and  so  there  are  some  1969  children 
shown  as  completed. 

Dr.  N. McNeil  resigned  his  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  October,  1969.  I was  appointed  Acting  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  four  Districts  of  N.E.  Hampshire  previously  covered  by 
him  in  addition  to  my  other  duties  until  a successor  was  appointed  and 
I was  still  acting  at  the  end  of  the  end  of  the  year. 

I must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  and  to  Mr.  Robinson,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council, 
for  their  encouragement  and  understanding  during  this  difficult  period; 
also  to  Mr.  Smale,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  so  ably  and  devotedly  keeping  the  Department 
running .

1960  - 1,  1961  - 317,  1962  - 33,  1963  - 562,  1964  - 95. 

The  winter  of  1968-69  should  have  been  an  epedemic  season,  with 
numerous  cases  in  early  1969,  Vaccination  against  measles  was  started 
in  May,  1968,  390  children,  all  under  8 years  old  were  vaccinated  during 
the  year.  The  drop  to  18  cases  is  the  most  dramatic  in  any  of  the 
neighbouring  Districts.  No  doubt  the  enormous  epidemic  of  1967  left 
a high  level  of  immunity  among  the  population  but  vaccination  must  have 
a large  share  of  the  credit. 

Scarlet  Fever 

The  sudden  rise  in  1967  has  been  maintained.  It  does  not  seem 
that  the  disease  has  become  more  severe. 


Infective  Hepatitis 

First  made  notifiable  in  1968,  Only  four  cases  were  reported. 

No  significant  relacionship  was  found. 

Food  Poisoning 

There  was  only  one  case,  the  organism  being  Salmonella  Thompson, 
Tuberculosis

Hospital  Board,  as  is  the  treatment  part  of  the  Tuberculosis  service. 

Laboratory  Facilities:

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969 
and  the  twenty-third  since  m.y  appointment  in  1947. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  routine  work  of  the  Department 
has  been  kept  up-to-date,  both  technically  and  administratively. 

Action  on  the  housing  front  which  began  last  year,  after  a lapse 
of  several  years,  was  continued  and  the  Council's  policy  to  plan 
ahead  so  as  to  complete  a steady  flow  of  houses  year  by  year  is  to  be 
c ommended . 

I must  refer  to  the  large  number  of  food  complaints  dealt  with  in 
the  year  under  review,  24  compared  with  four  in  1968  but  the  comments 
made  in  my  report  for  1968  are  still  valid  and  the  number  received 
so  far  this  year  (1970)  is  much  lower. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  one-third  of  the  complaints  led  to  a 
prosecution  of  the  retailer  and/or,  manufacturer  concerned,  whilst 
legal  proceedings,  with  the  variation  in  fines  imposed,  may  not  always 
seem  to  be  the  answer  to  the  problem  it  does  have  the  effect  of  letting  1 
the  public  see  that  the  Local  Authority  are  carrying  out  their  statutory  ' 
duty  as  well  as  spelling  out  a warning  to  other  food  retailers, 
particularly  in  unsound  food  cases  under  Section  8 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  j 
Act  1955 . I

If^Tater  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  water  supply  for  the  area  is  provided  by  the 
Mid-Southern  Water  Company,  and  I am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Company  for  the  following  report :- 

(l)a)i)  The  sources  supplying  the  Urban  District  are  all  underground 
in  the  Chalk  formation.  All  are  subject  to  treatment , which 
includes  softening  by  the  base-exchange  process,  in  discharge 
of  the  Statutory  Obligation  regarding  hardness.  Regular 
and  frequent  examination  has  shown  that  the  processes  are 
continually  effective  in  producing  a water  of  suitable 
hardness,  and  fit  for  public  supply  purposes. 

ii)  There  have  been  no  restrictions  regarding  quantity, 

b)  Immediate  remedial  measures  would  be  initiated  if  sampling 
revealed  contamination  of  a treated  water.  Reservoirs  and 
taps  in  distribution  are  examined  regularly,  and  new  mains 
as  laid  are  chlorinated  and  sampled  before  being  passed 
for  supply  purposes. 

c) i)  The  number  of  supplies  at  31.12.69  was  6,473. 
ii)  The  figure  for  standpipes  would  be  nil. 

- d)  The  natural  fluoride  content  is  low,  the  range  0*1  - 0*2  ppm., 
and  fluoridation  is  not  undertaken.

Water  Sampling: 

(a)  Public  Main  Supply. 

Three  samples  of  Mid-Southern  Water  Company's  main  supply  were 
taken  from  sources  n different  parts  of  the  district  and  all  were 
reported  sa bisxa'^ tory , bacteriologically . The  hardness  figures 
were  12°3  degrees  (Clark's  scale),  13'’7  and  11*7 

(b)  Public  Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  two  privately  owned  public  swimming  pools  in  the 
district.  One  is  an  open  air  pool,  where  the  water  (a  main  supply) 
is  treated  by  aeration,  filtration  and  chlorination  and  the  other  is 
a heated  indoor  one,  where  the  water  (a  main  supply)  is  treated  by 
filtration  and  chlorination.  Regular  chemical  testing  for  chlorine 
content,  carried  out  as  routine,  provides  a reasonable  check  on  the 
bacterial  quality  of  the  water.  Two  bacteriological  samples,  (one 
from  each  pool),  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

I am  indebted  to  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  C.J,  Eastman, 

C.  Eng.,  M.I.  Mun.E.,  M.  Inst.H.E.,  for  the  following  report:- 

The  disposal  works  has  had  a smooth  running  year  generally, 
with  minor  variations  in  flow  methods  being  tried  to  find  the  optimum 
c onditi ons . 

Sludge  removal  continues  to  be  the  major  problem  together  with 
some  access  difficulties  during  the  new  Motorway  site  works. 

Cesspool  Emptying. 

The  Council  approved  an  application  from  Hartley  Wintney  Rural 
District  Council  to  discharge  up  to  10,000  gallons  per  day  into  Fleet 
Works  and  an  agreement  is  to  be  drawn  up  and  reviewed  annually. 
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Sewerage  Schemes  - Soil  Drainage 

Tenders  were  received  for  Contract  12  the  Western  Area  Drainage 
Scheme  prepared  by  Messrs.  John  Taylor  & Sons.  Messrs.  Streeter 
submitted  the  successful  tender  of  £56,133.  9s.  2d.  and  loan  sanction 
is  expected  shortly.  This  was  the  second  tender  for  this  work  as 
the  original  contractor  failed  to  produce  sufficient  sureties. 

The  M 3 pipe  diversion  Contract  13  was  awarded  to  Messrs.  W.&  C. 
French  Contrr.ctors  Ltd.,  the  motorway  contractors,  in  the  sum  of 
£5,917.  8s.  Od . , and  will  be  carried  out  concurrently  with  the  M.3. 
Pipework  for  this  contract  has  already  started  to  arrive  and  a 
resident  Engineer  for  both  these  contracts  appointed. 

The  Minley  Road  Pumping  Station  is  about  to  go  to  tender  and 
land  aquisition  for  this  scheme  completed. 

Population  and  area  development  statistics  were  kept  throughout 
the  year  and  the  effect  on  sewer  systems  continually  watched. 


Surface  Water  Drainage 

The  scheme  produced  by  Messrs.  Balfour  and  Sons  has  not  yet  been 
given  loan  sanction  though  meetings  with  both  the  Ministry  of 
Agricultur9,  Fisheries  ana  Food  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  different  design  standards  are  being  suggested  by  each 
Ministry  and  this  point  will  have  to  be  resolved  by  consultation. 

Minor  Surface  Water  Improvements 

An  agreement  was  made  with  the  owners  of  the  Grange  Caravan  Estate, 
to  construct  a relief  sewer  that  would  serve  both  the  Grange  Estate 
and  Award  Road,  This  scheme  together  with  the  replacement  of  the 
old  Canal  weir  and  the  duplication  of  the  culvert  under  the  canal  near 
Warren  Close,  constituted  the  bulk  of  the  minor  surface  water 
improvements . 

Trade  Effluent 

During  the  year  the  Council  reviewed  its  charges  and  agreements 
for  trade  effluent  and  a charge  of  l/6d  per  1,000  gallons  discharged, 
was  fixed  together  with  a fixed  annual  charge  of  £2,10.0  for  car  washes. 

Public  Cleansing 

(a)  Refuse  Collection 

The  incentive  bonus  scheme  produced  by  the  London  Boroughs 
Management  Services  Unit  came  into  operation  on  the  9th  June  and 
has  proved  successful  for  three  of  the  four  crews.  The  fourth  round 
has  never  accepted  or  worked  the  Scheme  and  this  has  caused  tremendous 
difficulties  which  have  not  been  solved  by  recruitment  to  date. 

The  bulky  household  collection  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily 
and  the  Army  have  offered  to  construct  and  maintain  a refuse  compound 
in  the  Pondtail  Bridge  area  to  minimise  the  problem  of  rubbish  on 
Defence  Department  land.  The  new  depot  is  well  in  hand  and  should 
open  next  spring. 
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Trade  Refuse 


The  Council  approved  in  principle  the  setting  up  of  a charge 
scheme  for  trade  refuse  collection  of  between  6d  and  l/-  per  bin 
over  and  above  an  allowance  of  one  bin  per  unit  of  accommodation, 
and  investigations  are  proceeding  with  this, to  produce  a report 
next  yearo 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal 

The  joint  tipping  arrangements  with  the  Hartley  Vintney  Rural 
District  Council  continue  and  the  North  East  Hants  and  South  W^est 
Surrey  Consortium  for  refuse  disposal  issued  its  working  party 
report  which  was  accepted  in  principle  by  all  the  participating 
Counc ils  . 

Improvement  Grants 

The  number  of  applicants  for  improvement  grants  was  15  (compared 
with  10  last  year).  This  figure  is  still  disappointingly  and 
surprisingly  low  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  increases  for 
both  types  of  grant,  under  the  provisions  in  the  new  Housing  Act  1969 
will  have  the  effect  of  inducing  more  owners  to  apply  for  grants.  It 
will  be  the  aim  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  in  1970,  to  try  to 
interest  owners  in  improvement  grants  by  various  means.

Slum  Clearance  Programme. 

As  forecast  in  last  year's  report  it  was  jjossible  to  start  the 
procedure  for  dealing  with  the  first  phase  of  the  1969/70  programme. 

Of  the  individual  unfit  houses  on  the  original  list,  it  was  possible 
to  put  closing  or  demolition  orders  on  twelve  premises  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  two  tenants  had  been  rehoused  leaving  the  remainder ' in  the 
first  phase  to  be  dealt  with  early  in  1970. 

It  is  hoped  to  receive  a further  allocation  of  council  houses  from 
the  Housing  Committee  in  1970  and  so  complete  the  second  phase  of  the 
1969/70  programme . 

House  Building  Progress, 

Total  number  of  post-war  houses  erected  in  the  district  is;- 

Council  houses  - 433;  Private  enterprise  - 3,147  making  a total 
of  3,580. 
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I am  indebted  to  your  Housing  Officer  (Mro  M.Go  Atkins)  for  the 
following  report:- 

The  32  houses  referred  to  in  my  previous  report  were  all  completed 
and  occupied  during  the  year,  as  were  a battery  of  19  garages.  This 
had  the  effect  of  housing  the  majority  of  the  most  urgent  cases  who 
had  been  on  the  Council's  waiting  list  for  a considerable  time. 

The  new  warden-assisted  scheme  known  as  Albany  Court  was  well  on  the 
way  towards  completion  at  the  close  of  the  year,  as  was  the  Thurlston 
House  scheme  which  is  a mixed  development  together  with  a battery 
of  22  garages.  All  tenants  from  the  old  council  houses  in  Albany 
and  Kings  Road  were  re-housed,  as  were  those  in  Elvetham  Road  with 
the  exception  of  one  who  had  elected  to  purchase. 

Vith  the  completion  of  the  houses  referred  to  above,  this  enabled 
the  Group  plus  Points  Scheme  to  be  put  to  its  first  practical  test, 
and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  was  accomplished  without 
comment.  The  Scheme  was  reviewed  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  and 
the  only  alteration  was  that  all  new  applicants,  with  the  exception 
of  those  for  warden-assisted  housing,  should  be  placed  on  a Deferred 
list  for  one  year. 

The  Council  has  maintained  its  policy  of  transferring  tenants  to 
accommodation  more  suitable  to  means,  size  of  family  etc.,  wherever 
possible .

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council  is  a constituent  member,  together  with  other  local 
Authorities  in  the  North  East  of  the  County,  of  the  North  Hants  Pest 
Control  Committee,  which  now  meets  three  times  a year  to  discuss 
problems,  hear  technical  lectures  and  see  films  on  rodent  and  other 
pest  problems.  Representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Pood  and  the  Defence  Department  attend.  Locally 
a free  service  continued  to  be  given  to  both  business  and  private 
premises . 

Although  all  complaints  of  rodents  were  successfully  dealt  with, 
the  knowledge  that  there  are  warfarin  resistant  rats  in  at  least  two 
large  areas  of  the  country,  makes  it  imperative  that  a new  poison  be 
found  as  quickly  as  possible. 

There  is  also  some  evidence  of  resistant  mice.  All  this  will 
make  the  eradication  of  rodents  more  difficult  in  the  future.

Pest  Destruction 

The  Fleet  Pond  was  sprayed  by  the  Military  Authorities  in  the  early

inspection  of  existing  registered  premises.

Of  the  four  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  which  failed  the 
prescribed  tests  three  failed  to  satisfy  the  phosphatase  test.  The 
cause  of  the  failures  was  traced  to  a fault  in  the  processing  plant 
at  the  dairy  concerned.

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1969,  390  samples  were 
procured  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  within  the  area  of 
Fleet  Urban  District  Council, 

Milk  Samples 

368  Samples  of  milk,  including  79  of  "Channel  Islands",  were 
obtained.  Of  these,  53  samples  of  ordinary  milk  and  20  of 
"Channel  Islands"  were  unsatisfactory  due  to  deficiences  in  fat 
but,  apart  from  one  case  which  was  related  to  added  water,  the 
samples  were  from  larger  consignments  which  on  average  were  of 
the  required  fat  content  and  consequently  did  not  involve  any 
offences  . 

Following  informal  checks  of  "Channel  Islands"  milk  received 
at  a dairy  in  the  area,  official  samples  were  taken  at  the  producer's 
farm  from  a consignment  of  12  churns,  six  of  which  contained  added 
water  varying  from  1%  to  34%,  Six  of  the  samples,  including  four 
which  showed  added  water,  were  also  deficient  of  fat.  The  next 
day,  further  samples  were  taken,  the  total  quantity  then  having 
fallen  by  16  gallons.  On  this  occasion,  one  sample  was  adulterated 
with  water  and  six  others  were  deficient  of  fat.  Proceedings  were 
instituted  in  respect  of  adulteration  and  these  resulted  in  fines 
totalling  £25  being  imposed,  together  with  an  order  for  the 
payment  of  £10o5s,  Od,  costs. 

Three  pint  bottles  of  milk  were  analysed  in  relation  to  a 
consumer  complaint.  The  milk  contained  foreign  matter  which 
was  found  to  consist  of  vegetable  tissue  and,  in  view  of  the 
contamination,  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  dairy  company, 

A fine  of  £20  was  imposed,  together  with  £9ol4.6  costs.  A short 
time  afterwards,  a similar  type  of  complaint  occurred  in  respect 
of  a single  milk  bottle  but  the  contamination  was  very  slight  and 
did  not  warrant  legal  action  although  the  matter  was  taken  up  with 
the  vendor  responsible. 

Miscellaneous  Samples 

Twenty-two  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk,  including  two 
of  ice  cream  were  taken  and  these  were  satisfactory  except  in  the 
following  two  cases 

(1)  A sample  of  minced  beef  contained  over  1,000  parts  per 
million  of  sulphur  dioxide  preservative.  Certain  meat 
products  such  as  sausages  and  sausage  meat  are  permitted 
to  contain  up  to  450  parts  per  million  of  sulphur  dioxide, 
subject  to  the  requisite  declaration,  but  the  audition  of  this 
substance  to  fresh  meat  is  prohibited.  In  the  circumstances, 
proceedings  were  considered  necessary  and  these  resulted  in 

a fine  of  £15  with  an  order  for  costs  amounting  to  £9 ,14s.  6d, 

(2)  A loaf  of  bread  was  submitted  for  analysis  following  a 
consumer  complaint  alleging  the  presence  of  foreign  matter. 

This  consisted  of  a button  which  had  somehow  become  embedded 
in  the  loaf  at  the  time  of  baking.  Proceedings  were  taken, 
the  bakery  compan'  being  fined  £5  and  ordered  to  pay  £9.14s.0d. 
costs. 

General 

In  addition  to  the  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
the  usual  attention  was  given  to  the  labels  and  descriptions  of  food 
and  drugs  under  the  provision  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act.  There  were  no  serious  complaints 
regarding  these  matters.
